The postage we exact is this: that when seeds are ordered to be mailed in quantities of 14 
ib. and upward, postage must be added to Catalogue prices at the rate of 16 cents per pound. As postage for Beans 
and Peas, please add 30 cents per quart; and to Corn, 20 cents per quart to Catalogue prices.

Money Prizes for Specimen Vegetables. 


Following the practice which we have adopted now for severas years, we give below the result of the competition: 
for money prizes offered by us last year for the best specimens of vegetables. For some reason the competition was. 
not so large or so general as in previous years, although a very large number of customers at the beginning 
announced their intention of competing. 

The best formed and heaviest head of Jersey Wakefield Cabbage sent in to us in 1884 was raised by a lady, 
Mrs. Cornelius, of Milford, Pa., whose specimen weighed 1614 lbs. The next best specimen was raised by Henry 
Ruehl, of Ossian, Iowa, and weighed 12 lbs. In the competition for Henderson’s Early Summer Cabbage the best 
head that reached us, and which received the first premium, weighed 18 lbs., and was grown by H. Newell, of Fort 
Wayne, Ind. We received a specimen head, however, from Cummings & Stephenson, of Parnassus, Pa., which 
weighed 25 lbs., but this could not be entered for competition because the seed was not purchased directly from us, 
whieh is always a condition in the competition for these money prizes. The first prize for Henderson’s. Early Snow- 
ball Cauliflower was awarded to J. Leavy, of Greeley, Col. The specimen he sent in was a magnificent one, reach- 
ing us after its long journey in perfect order, and weighed 111g lbs. Mr. Leavy, we are obliged to say, also won 
the second prize offered for this variety, his next specimen weighing 10 lbs., 2 ounces. For the third prize for 
Henderson’s Early Snowball Cauliflower Mr. John Hall, gardener to H. C. Valentine, Esq., Pittsfield, Mass., 
was the successful competitor. Mr. Hall’s specimen weighed 8 lbs., 6 ounces. For the best three bunches of 
Henderson’s White Plume Celery, the successful exhibitor was Nicholas Ryder, of Woodhaven, L. I., the com- 
bined weight of whose three bunches was 1714 lbs. This exhibit of White Plume Celery was very fine and 
attracted a great deal of attention. The great sensation, however, was caused by a specimen of Mammoth Chili 
Squash that was sent in, that was not only.a perfect type, both in regard to shape and color, but which 
weighed 223 Ibs. This was probably the finest specimen of this variety ever exhibited in America. A 
sketch of it as it appeared in front of our store will be found further on in the catalogue. This leviathan was 
raised by C. L. Riker, of Esopus, N. Y. The prize offered for Onions was carried off by Geo. W. Hopper, of 
Peru, Ind., whose 24 specimens of 4 varieties weighed 1g lbs. 

In coming to our decision as to what constitutes the best specimen we are guided by closeness to true type, 
size, earliness, smoothness, weight and solidity, in about the order named. In offering ‘

we beg to reiterate conditions of competition, which are that all fruits and vegetables for competition must be 
grown from seed purchased directly from us, the specimens to be correctly labeled, with raiser’s name and ad- 
dress, and delivered, all transportation charges prepaid, at our stores, 35 & 37 Cortlandt Street, New York, on.

Last year we introduced for the first time our White Plume Celery, and although the seed was sold only in 
packets, yet it was so extensively grown that it fully carried out the claims we made for it. Our reports from dif- 
ferent sections of the country are so satisfactory and glowing that we are satisfied it must become a permanent addi- 
tion to our list of Celeries. In some sections there was a little disappointment with the White Plume Celery last 
season owing to the unprecedented dry and hot weather experienced in September, which prevented the whitening of 
the centre to the extent that naturally would occur under the conditions of an ordinary favorable season. We would 
add also that this variety never whitens in a young state, and usually only begins to show its self-blanching character 
when the growth begins in the cool weather. For those who did not see our description of the White Plume last 
year, we repeat here the merits and advantages which this most distinct variety possesses. ; Me.

from the 10th to the 20th of September. Attention to date is 
important; if too soon the plants might run to seed, and if too 
late they would be too small. In four or five weeks from the 
time of sowing they will be fit to transplantinto the celd frames. 
In planting it is very important with Cabbage or Cauliflower 
that the plant is set down to the first leaf, so that the stem is all 
under ground, for, if exposed, it will be split by the action of 
the frost, and will be injured in consequence. The plants are 
usually set out from the middle of March to the middle of 
April, in rows about two feet apart, and eighteen inches between 
the plants in rows. The late varieties are usually sown in the 
early part of May, and the plants are set in July, at distances of 
three feet between the rows, and two feet between the plants.

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CELERY.

Our manner of treating the celery crop of late years is very 
much simplified. Instead of sowing the seed in a hot-bed or 
cold frame as practiced in FEi+‘ope, it is sown in the open 
ground as soon as it is fit to work in April, and kept carefully 
clear of weeds until the time of planting in Juneand July. In 
our warmer climate—if raised in hot-beds, as in England—a 
majority of the plants would run toseed. The tops are shorn 
off once or twice before planting, so as to ensure ‘‘stocky”’ 
plants, which suffer less on being trausplanted. 

After the ground has been nicely prepared, Jines are : truck 
out on the level surface, three feet apart, and the plants set six 
inches apart in rows. If the weather is dry at the time of 
planting great care should be taken that the roots are properly 
“firmed.” Our custom is to turn back on the row and press by 
the side of each plant gently with the foot. This compacts the 
soil, and partially excludes the air from the roots until new 
rootlets are formed, which will usually be in forty-eight hours, 
after which all danger isover. This practice of pressing the 
soil closely around the roots is essential in planting of all kinds, 
and millions of plants are annually destroyed by its omission. 
After the planting of the Celery is completed, nothing further 
is to be done for six or seven weeks, except running through 
between the rows with the cultivator or hoeand freeing the 
plants of weeds until they get strong enough to crowd them 
down. This will bring us to about the middle of August, by 


which time we have usually that moist and cool atmosphere _ 


essential to the growth of Celery. Then we begin the ‘‘earthing 
up” necessary for the blanching and whitening of that which 
is wanted for use during the months of September, October 
and November. The first operation is that of ‘‘handling,” as 
we term it; )that-isjafter all the soil has been drawn up against 
the plant with the hoe, it is further drawn close around each 
plant by the hand, firm enough to keep the leaves in an up- 
right position and prevent them from spreading. This being 
done, more soil is drawn against the row (either by the plow or 
hoe, as circumstances require), so as to keep the plant in this 
upright position. The blanching process must, however, be 
finished by the spade, which is done by digging the soil from 
between the rows, and banking it up clear, to the top on each 
side of the row of Celery. Three feet is ample distance 
between the dwarf varieties; but when larger sorts are used the 
width of the rows must be at least four and a half or five feet.

This ‘vegetable is one of the most important of all garden 
products. The seed should be sown in a hot-bed, green-house, 
or inside the window or sitting-room, where a night temperature 
of not less than 60 degrees is kept, about the first week in 
March, in drills five inches apart, and half an inch deep, or 
broadcast if desired. When the plants are about two inchee 
high they should be set out four or five inches apart in same 
temperature, or removed into small pots, allowing a single plant 
to a pot; they are sometimes transplanted a second time into 
larger pots, by which process the plants are rendered more 
sturdy and branching. About the middle of May, in this lati- 
tude, the plants may-be.set in the open ground; they are planted 
for early crops on light, sandy soil, at a distance of three feet 
apart, in hills. ip. which a good shovelful of rotted manure has 
been mixed.:. On heavy soils, which are not suited for an early 
crop, they should be planted four feet apart. Water freely at 
the time of transplanting, and shelter from the sup for a few 
days until the plants are established. Sufficient plants for a 
small garden may be started by sowing a few seeds in a shallow 
box or flower pot, and placing it ina sunny windew of room 
or kitchen.

mail, nearly all the soil is shaken off to lighten. If it is the season when they can be planted out-doors, the ground 
should be first well dug up and pulverized ; the plants when set out should be well firmed about the roots, copiously 
watered once only when planted, and shaded for two or three days when the sun is out. No further watering should 
be done, but a mulch of moss, manure, or leaves around the roots would be beneficial. When received (by mail) at 
a season when they cannot be put out, they should be placed at first in as small pots as possible, and sparingly 
watered until they show signs of a new growth. If by express, the plants are usually in such condition as to require 
a size larger pot than they have been growing in, but if the season is suitable, they are better planted out at once. 


S ol | f or P otti Nn is not of so much importance as is usually supposed. When practicable, 

= about three parts rotted sod from any good pasture land is best, to one 
part rotted manure ; but when that cannot readily be obtained, the soil immediately underneath the sod, mixed with 
manure, will answer. 


Dr al Nn a g e —When plants are first potted, or are cramped in small pots, there is no necessity for 
# drainage ; but as the practice with amateurs is almost universal to overpot plants, as a 
measure of safety, from one to two inches of broken charcoal or potsherds should be placed in the bottom of all pots 
over six inches in diameter, and what is even of more importance than this ‘‘crocking,’’ so-called, is to have the 
plants set on a rough surface of gravel or fine cinders, so that a free escape of water can take place. 
M oss M U Ich j nN —This is a novel practice we began in 1880. It consists in mixing the 
& * common moss of the swamps or woods with about one-twentieth o 
its bulk of bone dust. This is placed to the thickness of an inch or two on the top of the pot. Plants so treated 
quickly show surprising health and vigor. It cannot be too highly recommended, whether for the amateur growing 
a few window plants, the gardener with his full appointed green-houses, or the florist who grows to sell—to one and 
all we advise it, as it not only lessens labor, saving a re-potting of plants frequently for twelve months, but the. 
vigor of growth and productiveness of flower and coloring of foliage are perfectly astonishing. The Moss Mulching 
process should only be done in summer. If used in winter there is danger of the plants getting too damp. 
] Nn S e ct Ss —The insects that infest Green-house Plants are principally the Aphis or Green Fly, the Thrip, 
™ the Red Spider, and the Mealy Bug. Tobacco, either in the form of snuff or in solution— 
about the color of strong tea—or by smoke, by burning the refuse stems, in either way is quickly fatal to the green 
fly, and will check, in part, the thrip. Either of the first two methods is most suitable for plants in rooms, but in 
the green-house the smoke is most convenient, using about one pound of the stems to every 1,000 square feet of 
glass, once a week or oftener. For Red Spider and Mealy Bug, Cole’s Insect Destroyer, put on with a barber’s 
atomizer, is a certain remedy ; or they may be sponged off with weak soapsuds. 


M = ] d —This great scourge of Roses under glass is easily checked by painting the hot-water pipes 
] ew. with a wash of Sulpbur once in two weeks; or when not firing or out of doors use our Mildew 


Mixture. (See Index.) 

a 2 = —The temperature of the air 
H eat, Light, Ai Is and Moistu re. for most ae in the winter 
season at night should not exceed 55°, and it will do no harm if it occasionally falls to 45°, with from 15° to 20° 
higher in day-time. LIGHT should be given, whenever it can, directly on the plants from December to April; if it 
cannot, as in Window culture, the next best thing to do is to turn the plants occasionally, so they get an equal share 
onallsides. AIR, or VENTILATION, is guided by temperature to be kept, but should never be given so as to 
blow directly on the plants) MOISTURE,—Plants should never be watered unless the soil indicates by its light- 
ness of color that it is dry, and then they should be watered freely. This will be necessary two or three times a week 
in clear weather in winter; in spring or summer, nearly every day. If a plant is sickly, or shows but little sign of 
growth, the remedy is to withhold water, almost to the point of shriveling, until it shows indications of growth. 
Avoid all fertilizers in such cases, and let Nature work out her own cure. 
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Sh a di nN g t h e Gl a Ss Ss —The best shading we have ever used is naphtha, mixed with a 
= little white lead, so as to give it the appearance of thin milk. 
‘This can be put on the glass with a syringe very quickly, at a cost not exceeding 25 cents per 1,000 square feet. It 
holds on the entire season until loosened by the fall frosts, which is, for most plants, just the time for it to be taken off. 


Wa t er —If practicable, give plants one good soaking after planting in the open ground, which will be
